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Israel Defense Forces updates on the August 29 0000 to August 30 0000 


Israel Defense Forces: 

IDF: During joint IDF, ISA and Israeli Border Police counterterrorism activities in Tulkarm, 
following exchanges of fire, the forces eliminated five terrorists who had hidden inside a 
mosque. One of the terrorists who was eliminated was Muhhamad Jabber, "Abu Shujaa", the 
head of a terrorist network in Nur Shams. 


Muhammad Jabber, "Abu Shujaa", was involved in carrying out numerous terror attacks, 
including a shooting attack in which an Israeli civilian, Amnon Muchtar, was murdered in 
June. Jabber was also involved in the planning of additional terror attacks. Another terrorist 
operative was apprehended by the forces. 


During the counterterrorism operation, an Israeli Border Police soldier was lightly injured. He 
was evacuated to a hospital for further medical treatment. 


IDF: Sirens sounded in Kibbutz Kissufim, southern Israel. 


IDF: The IDF eliminated dozens of terrorists and located large quantities of weapons in 
central and southern Gaza; a commander in the Islamic Jihad’s intelligence unit was 
eliminated 


IDF troops continue operational activity in the Rafah area in the southern Gaza Strip. Over 
the past day, the troops eliminated dozens of terrorists in close-quarters encounters and in 
aerial strikes. One of the terrorists eliminated in the area of Khan Yunis was Osama 
Jadallah, a commander in the Islamic Jihad’s intelligence unit who took part in the October 
7th Massacre. 


IDF troops continue operational activity in the area of Khan Yunis and on the outskirts of Deir 
al Balah. Over the past day, the troops eliminated dozens of terrorists, including in aerial 
strikes. 

Operational activity continues in the central Gaza Strip. 

IDF troops eliminated a terrorist cell with an IAF aircraft and are conducting targeted raids in 
the area. 


Over the past day, the IAF struck approximately 40 terror targets throughout the Gaza Strip, 
including manned launch posts, military structures, terror infrastructure, and more.

IDF: Earlier today (Thursday), a UAV that approached Israel from Syrian territory was 
successfully intercepted by the IDF Aerial Defense Array. The aircraft did not cross into 
Israeli territory. No injuries were reported. 


Additionally, earlier today, the IAF struck Hezbollah military structures in the area of Kfarkela 
in southern Lebanon. 


Moreover, IDF artillery fired to remove a threat in the area of Yarine in southern Lebanon.

IDF: Sirens sounded in Sha'al and Kela Alon, northern Israel. 

IDF: Sirens sounded in Ein Qiniyye, northern Israel. 

IDF: Sirens sounded in northern Israel. 


IDF: Following the sirens that sounded a short while ago in the upper Galilee, it was 
determined to be a false alarm. 


IDF: Sirens sounded in Zar'it, northern Israel. 
Joint IDF and ISA announcement: 


During the first day of the joint IDF, ISA, and Israel Border Police counterterrorism operation 
in Jenin and Tulkarm, 12 terrorists were eliminated, more than 10 wanted suspects were 
apprehended, dozens of explosive devices were dismantled and weapons were confiscated. 


In a counterterrorism activity conducted by the Yamam, ISA, and IDF soldiers in Tulkarm, 
five terrorists hiding inside a mosque were eliminated. Among the terrorists that were 
eliminated was Muhhamad Jabber, "Abu Shujaa", the head of a terrorist network in Nur 
Shams who had been involved in numerous terror attacks. 


The security forces dismantled dozens of explosive devices that were planted under the 
roads intended to be used in attacks on the forces, and terrorists were eliminated in IAF 
strikes and exchanges Of fire. 


During the counterterrorism activity, the soldiers apprehended terror suspects and located 
and confiscated weapons, including M-16 machine guns, ammunition and additional military 
equipment. 


During the counterterrorism activity, an IDF soldier was moderately injured. He was 
evacuated to a hospital for further treatment and his family was notified.

IDF: Sirens sounded in Netu'a and Shtula, northern Israel. 


IDF: Today (Thursday), the IDF and ISA completed a counterterrorism operation in the area 
of Far'a in the Jordan Valley with the objective of foiling terror, exposing terrorist 
infrastructure and eliminating armed terrorists in the area. 


At the beginning of the operation, the soldiers arrived in an IAF helicopter and operated to 
encircle the area. During the counterterrorism operation, an IAF aircraft struck and 
eliminated an armed terrorist cell inside a vehicle. 


During the operation, with the direction of the ISA, IDF soldiers used a drone to locate an 
explosives laboratory and operations center embedded inside a mosque in the area. 
Weapons, explosive devices and additional military equipment were also located inside the 
mosque. 


Furthermore, the IDF soldiers encountered armed terrorists in exchanges of fire, during 
which hits on the terrorists were identified. Additionally, terrorists hurled explosive devices at 
the soldiers. No IDF injuries were reported. 


As part of the operation, the soldiers searched and questioned individuals suspected of 
terror activity and confiscated various weapons. The confiscated weapons were transferred 
to the security forces for further investigation.

IDF: Revealed: The Hamas Terrorist Organization Is Falsifying Public Opinion Survey 
Results From the Leading Palestinian Polling Institute “PSR” (Headed by Khalil Shikaki) to 
Reflect Public Support for Its Activities and Leaders 


The IDF reveals documents from Hamas' General Security mechanism, which were found by 
IDF troops operating in the Gaza Strip. The documents prove a widespread effort by the 
terrorist organization to falsify the results of surveys conducted by the "PSR" institute, in 
order to create a false impression of public support for the terrorist organization, especially 
after the October 7th massacre. 


These documents are part of a systematic process aimed at concealing the collapse of the 
organization and the decline in public support for it. The documents highlight the importance 
that the terrorist organization Hamas places on survey results to falsify Palestinian support 
and to influence the Palestinian public as well as Arab and international public opinion. 


These documents include the results of surveys from the “PSR” polling institute from March 
2024, both before and after Hamas’ falsification. The documents show the falsification of true 
results to favor the organization and its leaders, with a focus on Yahya Sinwar. Additionally, 
the falsification efforts aimed to create a false impression of widespread support for the 
October 7 massacre and terrorist activities. 


The documents provide no evidence of any cooperation between the polling institute and the 
organization’s activities; instead, they detail covert measures taken by Hamas to influence 
the results deceitfully by affecting local factors on the ground.
